This show is unique in 
that it is an invitational show, with those eligible being the top 
ten youths in each of the 27 AJQHA events. In addition, each 
of the 42 affiliated state Junior Quarter Horse Associations 
may.send two entries per event. 

-Besides Miss Weeks, a girl from Homestead will enter the 
world competition in western riding. Miss Weeks may also 
get the chance to compete in the showmanship event. She was 
chosen as the first alternate from Florida for that. 

' Miss Weeks, a senior at Glades Day School, will be enter- 
ing the show with her prize four-year-old mare, Not Mike's. 
She said she has been a member of the AJQHA for seven 
years but this.is the first year ''I've been showing full-time.'"

Four qualify for election 


Belle Glade-A furious flurry of 
political activity put four candi- 
dates in the September 13 City 
Commission election campaign 
before noon ‘on the first day of 
qualifying for the three available 
borough seats in the 1977 political 
year. 

Retiring Sheriff's Office Detec- 
tive Capt. Claude Tindall wasted 
no time in challenging North 
Borough incumbent Aubrey Far- 
mer when he appeared at 8 a.m. 
Friday, with his financial disclo- 
sure, to qualify in the office of 
City Clerk June Boglioli 

Within 15 minutes, local 
businessman Earl Meredith quali- 
fied to run in the East Borpugh 
and before noon incumbent 
issioners Aubrey Farmer 
im Grear had qualified to 
run for re-election to their North 
Borough and West Borough seats. 

Tindall, while not a political 
novice, has never run for office 
before. He is due to retire on July 
31 from the position he has held 
for more than 11 years as head of 
the Glades sub-station of the Palm 
Beach County Sheriff's Office. 

Tindall said he has been asked

He is the recipient of a number 
of law enforcement awards, 
including, in May, the Liberty Bell 
Award presented by the Palm 
Beach County Bar Association and 
in 1955, one of “the two 
outstanding law  enforecement 
officers in the state choserf by the 
Florida Peace Officers Association 

He may be unique among state 
peace officers in that during his 30 
years in law enforcement and as a 
range rider for the Florida 
Livestock Sanitary Board, he has 
probably investigated more cattle 
rustling casts than any officer in 
the state’s history and has never 
Jost a case in court or had a 
conviction overturned on appeal. 

Another accomplishment Tin- 
dall laughed about Friday when he 
was qualifying to run for city 
commissioner is that he was the 
first Democrat in Florida to lose 
an election to- a- Republican 
contender for sheriff, losing by 
fewer than 90 votes in the 1966 
Broward County election. He ran

refrain from any and all such 
activities. 


Two die inDC-3 crash 


SHERIDAN, .WYO.-Two men 
were killed early Monday morning 
when a DC-3 twin-engine aircraft 
they were flying for Ag-Air of 
Belle Glade crashed in Red Canyon 
13 miles from here. 

Mrs. Howard Barker, ^wh 
husband owns the company, said n 
a phone call Wednesday morning 
the two men who died were the 
pilot, David Frazier, 57, of Fort 
Myers and the co-pilot, Andy 
Domarad, 45 of West Palm Beach. 

Mrs. Barker said her husband 
was on the same job, spraying 
67,000 acres of rangeland for 
grasshoppers. Baker's DC-3, nor- 
mally parked at the Palm Beach 
County Airport in Pahokee, was 
about a half a mile ahead of 
Frazier's aircraft. 

"Howard said that they were on 
the first pass of the day," Mrs. 
Barker said, "and when he went 
into his turn, he hit a pocket of 
dead air (dead air provides no lift) 
and his plane's airspeed fell off. 

"A government observer in 
another pláne said Howard was 


half way through his turn when 
Dave started into his turn and 
apparently hit the same thing and 
stalled out," she said. 

Intense heat from a fire touched 
off by the crash of the largé 
aircraft prevented authorities 
from reaching the site until 
Tuesday evening, Mrs. Barker 
said. 

Mike Harkins, Sheridan County 
undersheriff, said the plan was 
“burned to ash” except for a tail 
section, a portion of the wing and. 
the engines.- 

After the crash, there was 
concern that the 500 gallons of 
chemical dumped by the plane 
might contaminate Sheridan's wa- 
ter supply.

Before thé voters in Belle Glade have a chance to make the 

often difficult decision on Sept. bout who they want to 

ı represent them on the city co ssijn, a smaller group will 
have to make what may be an evep harder decision. 

The 11 eligible men employed by-the city on the Belle Glade 
Fire Department will have to: decide whether they want a 
union, the first ever in the city, to represent them in their 
collective bargaining with the city. 

The ballots which will decide the fate of Local 2476 of the 
International Association of Firefighters will be decided 
during the first 12 days of August when the 11 eligible voters 
return their mailed ballots to PERC in Tallahassee. 

How those ballots, which will be mailed to the prospective 
union members on July 30, will be filled out has almost cer- 
tainly become the hottest topic of discussion among the fire- 
fighters during the past few days and weeks. 

And the results of their decision must already be weighing 
on these firefighters' minds. 

Such as the policy three years ago which prohibited a group 
of firemen from approaching the city commission to air 
grievances and the fact that policy has been repudiated by all 
five members of the city commission. ~ j 

Such as the statements by at least three of the commis- 
sioners that they would certainly take a harder line on any 
talks with a union representative over real or fancied griev- 
ances than they would with the firefighters themselves: 

The firefighters and all other full-time city employes have 
the perfect right to organize unions for collective bargaining 
with the city. We have our doubts about the wisdom of that 
legal ut even if the right isn’t legitimate, it is legal. 

The fear that once the uñion is entrenched, other employe 
unions become a strong probability and essential municipal 
function breakdowns could become a reality down the road, 
has been derided. » 

But the fact remains tliat traditionally, the first collective 
bargaining agent recognized at any city level represents the 
firemen of that city. x 

And the fact remains that essential municipal services have 
been withheld from the public and cities such as New York, 
San Francisco, Detroit and Chicago have been all but crippled 
by public employe. union strikes. 

And for those people who think, ‘‘Belle Glade is different; 
it couldn't happen here,” don’t. bet on it. 

Belle Glade is different. It's different from New York 
mainly because of the difference in size and population. But 
with the commissioners already stating they. would take a 
harder line with union negotiators, that difference could 


become minimized in a hurry. 

In a town where every commissioner probably knows per- 
sonally at least most of the employes, it makes little sense to 
hire professional go-betweens at high prices to communicate 

. between the two groups.

If you have any questions or wish 
to voice your opinion on any sub- 
ject, please write to ‘‘Straight From 
Bill Gunter," Room 53, The Capi- 
tol, Tallahassee, Florida, 32304. 

Q: Does Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
handle all Medicare claim pay- 
ments in Florida? 

BILL GUNTER: Yes, except in 
Dade and Monroe Counties. Medi- 
care claims there are handled by 
Group Health, Inc., New York, New 
York. 

Q: I have Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield complementary coverage. If 
I have a Medicare claim, will Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield also pay the 
corhplementary coverage claim au- 
tomatically ` from 
claim form? 

BILL GUNTER: Yes, but you 
must indicate on the Medicare 
claim form in the space provided 
that you have the Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield complementary coverage. 
Otherwise, the company will as- 
sume that you either do not have 
this coverage or that it is with 
another company. 

Q:I have moved to Florida from 
another state. Will my Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield policy in that state pay 
benefits in Florida? . 

BILL GUNTER: No. Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield is incorporated under 
each state's laws for subscribers of 
a particular state. Benefits. also 
vary. Usually, after you become a 
resident of Florida, your coverage 
is transferred Ù Florida's Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield. . 

If you have made a premium pay- 
ment from Florida, the Blue Cross-

Gold Coast ‘Gardener

Many of our residents who are 
spending as much time 
their landscapes 
nice summer 
weather have found that there 


are problems developing in their 


lawn grasses which, if untreated, 
lead to an. expensive 
replacement job. 

With our high temperatures and 
high humidity, coupled with most 
people's tendency to over water, 
fungus is becoming evident in 
many area lawns. There are a 
number of types of fungus and the 
nost common one is called brown 
patch. 

This starts as a round or 
circular area in the grass and if 
the environmental conditions are 
favorable they will spread or 
increase very rapidly. This 
particular disease kills not only 
the leaf blade and stem but also 
the roots so that the area that is 
affected dies out completely. and 
this means you will have to put 
new grass back into that area

after you have controlled. the 
disease. Letting this problem exist 
and not treating it is asking for a 
large portion of your lawn to be 
destroyed. 

The second type of diséase 
which is prevalent right now is 
called gray leaf spot. This disease 
appears as a brown spotting on 
the leaf blade and very rarely kills 
the grass. only making it look 
unsightly. Many times this is 
found in combination with brown 
patch fungus. 

Both these types of disease can 
be controlled with various types of 
fungicides for lawns available at 
your local garden supply stotes. 

Many times, after a period of 
cloudy weather with frequent 
showers, yoü many notice small 
grayish or black ‘old growing on 
the leaf blades. This slime mold 


does not injure grass and usually 
once the sun has come out thia will 
dry up and disappear. You can 
also wash it off with the garden 
hose or sprinkelers and it in no

This fall, students accepted at 
PBJC will be testing themselves. 
Beginning with 1977 fall term, a 
new self-administered, self-scored 
placement test will be used by 
incoming freshmen that eliminates 
the 12th grade placement test 
required in the past. 

Under the new program, the 
students picks up the tests from 
his high school guidance office, 
takes them home, completes and 
returns the entire packet to the 
Guidance office at the time of 
registration. If the student is not a 
graduate of a local high school, he 
may secure the test packet from 
the PBJC Registration Office in 
the Armory Building. 

The packet contains three tests: 
Reading, English and Math. Also 
included are answer sheets, test 
evaluation cards and instructions. 
The student does not pass or fail, 
rather he assesses his own ability 
in an effort to select the proper 


level for enrollment in Math and . 


English courses, , 

The philosophy of the program is 
that the student determines his 
own strengths and weaknesses, 
not the college. A question often 
asked is "How do you know the 
student will not cheat on the tests? 

PBJC Testing Director, Donald 
W. Cook claims that this is not his 
concern because "if he cheats, he is 
only cheating himself. After all, its 
his education—We really want the 
student to take the responsibility 
for his education. We hope this 
attitude will carry over into the 
classes". 

The concept of a self-administer- 
ed test is not new. Seminole 
Community College at Sanford, 
has been using it successfully for 
three years. Other colleges have 
expressed interest in this kind,of 
evaluation instrument. 

It is, like the 12th grade 
placement test, only a tool for the 
counselor and student working 
together to determine course 
placement. . When a student is 
deficient in basic math and reading 
skills, he needs to be in a elass that 
will better prepare him for his 
college work. -The new test 
performs this assessment.

PAHOKEE-A time for women to 
get together for conversation, 
companionship and quilting is 
every Thursday at the Pahokee 
Woman's Club where the Happy

Mrs. Beatrice Wilson, delight- 
Jas watching the three ladies 
with needles and thread, said she 
pieced together the top of that 
particular quilt 61 years ago, when 
she was 16 years old. 

She lived in Texas during her 
youth and said her mother used to 
pick cotton in the fields to use as 
batting, or stuffing, for the quilts. 
“My brother and her used to sit out 
on the back doorstep and pick 
seeds out of the cotton,” she said, 
For at that time, people didn't just 
go out and buy blankets when they 
needed them; they made them. 

Mrs. Jeanette Johnson, opge of 
the women working on that quilt, 
is spending some of her vacation 
time with the quilters. She said she 
learned the art at home from her 
mother, Mrs. Mary Opal Mathis 
who was sitting across the quilt 
from her. Mrs. Mathis designed a 
pictorial quilt of Lake Okeechobee 
and the activities in the -area, 
which was given to the city earlier 
this year. Mrs. Tina Johnson, also 
working on the quilt, is Mrs. 
Jeanette Johnson's mother-in-law 
so, as Tina said, "you might say 
this a family quilt. 

Mrs. Lola Ryals and Mrs. Ruby 
Kemp were working on another 
quilt, one which Mrs. Ryals had 
pieced together many years ago.

They quilt for their own pe 
sonal.pleasure and also, for others 
to bring in some muney: And with 
that money, they take trips as a 
group. Their most recent excur- 
sion was to West Palm Beach on a 
mini bus. 

But quilting isn't the only thing 
the ladies do. Mrs. Miller is quite 
adept at making macrame crafts. 
Hanging inside the Woman's Club 
was a large owl hanging, the owl 
perched on a thick piece of wood. 
Mrs. Miller-said she gets the wood 
from around the lake, providing a 
rustic, natural look. In addition to 
the owl, she displayed several 
macrame key chains in the form of 
owls.

Mrs.. Sarah Hendrickson was 
crocheting a pillow by the window, 
where the cool breeze blew in.
